1. The general surface scavenging of the City of 
Victoria, the Hill Districts and the larger villages in the 
Colony and the remo\ al of nightsoil and cognate matters 
from the Hill Districts, public buildings and free and 
licensed latrines, shall be carried out by contractors in 
accordance with the terms and conditions of the contracts 
for the time being in force. 

2. The servants of the various public sanitary con- 
tractors shall, while at work, wear such distinguishing 
badge as shall from time to time be directed by the Board. 

3. The occupier of any premises, or if there be no 
occupier the immediate landlord, shall make due provision 
for the daily removal of all excretal matters, domestic 
waste, refuse or other objectionable matters, from his pre- 
mises to the conservancy boats, and dust-carts, dust-bins or 
dust-boats. 

4. Occupiers shall provide themselves with strong 
substantial movable dust-bins for the reception of the day's 
house refuse. 

5. No excretal matters shall be placed in or upon or 
conveyed along or across any public road or street except 
between the hours of 1 a.m. and 6 a.m. 
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6. No pij!;-wa8h or other noxious or offensive waters 
shall be placed in or upon or conveyed along or across an}^ 
public road or street except between the hours of midnight 
and 9 a.m. 

7. No excretal matters, pig- wash or other noxious or 
offensive waters shall be placed in or upon or conveyed 
along or across any public road or street except in strong 
substantial buckets with closely fitting covers of and such 
pattern as may from time to time be approved by the 
Board. 

8. No excretal matters, or pig- wash or other noxious 
or offensive waters shall be emptied, discharged, deposited 
or placed in, over or upon any gully, drain or sewer or 
any inlet thereto or (after removal from any premises) in 
any place other than th^ conservancy boats ]^rovided for 
that purpose (except in the case of pig- wash which may be 
conveyed to any licensed pig stye).

1. Every Pilot when plying for hire shall dispky in 
his boat a white and red (horizontal) flag six feet by four 
feet, upper half white with letter p in blue in the centre. 

2. No Pilot will be permitted to go on board any 
^'infected" or "suspected" vessel, as defined by the 
Quarantine Regulations without having first received a 
written permission from the Health Officer. 

3. Every Pilot on boarding a ship should ascertain 
from her Master whether he is carrying on board any Dan- 
gerous Goods as cargo and if so he is to inform the 
Master that the ship nuist be anchored in the Dangerous 
Goods Anchorage and a red flag displayed. 

4. When plying for hire a pilot shall always carry 
with him his Licence, a copy of the Pilots' Ordinance and 
Regulations and a copy of the Port Regulations, all or any 
of which are to be produced when called for by the Master 
or other person in charge of the vessel boarded. 

5. Every Pilot should use his utmost care and dili- 
gence to avoid all accident or damage either to the vessel 
he is piloting or to any other vessel or property of any 
kind, 

6. If any Pilot finds or has reason to suppose that any 
harbour buoys are out of their proper position or have 
broken adrift or are injured or missing or if he has noticed 
anything wrong or defective in any beacon he is to report 
the same to the Harbour Master without delay. 
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7. Pilots while in charge of vessels shall on all 
occasions strictly observe the Regulations for preventing 
Collision at Sea. 

8. Every Pilot taking a vessel outwards shall remain 
on board until his j-^ervices are dist>ensed with by the Mas- 
ter, and every Pilot bringing a vessel in shall remain on 
board until the vessel has been anchored or moored to the 
satisfaction of the Master or person in charge. 

9- Pilots shall not anchor Merchant \'essels any- 
where within the limits of the Man-of-War Anchorage, 
unless a written permission, from the Harbour Master, to 
do so, has been previously obtained. 

10. Pilots in charge of \'essels proceeding into or out 
of or through the Harbour shall cause the speed of such 
vessel to be kept as low as is consistent with the most 
prudent navigation due regard lieing had to the vessel's 
own safety. 

11. Pilots shall obey all orders or instructions from 
the Harbour Master, regarding the movements of vessels 
under their charge within the waters of the Colony. 

12. Licences for Pilots are to be renewed annually on 
the 1st of January. 

13. Every applicant for a Pilot's Licence shall pro- 
duce two copies of a photograph of himself, one to be 
attached to the Licence and the other to the counterfoil of 
it.

1. For the period from the 1st April, 1904, to the 
31st March, 1907, the following Crown Rent shall be paid 
for the granite quarries under-mentioned : —

The limits of the above-named groups and of each 
quarry therein shall be marked out on the ground by the 
Director of Public Works, and plans thereof signed by the 
Director of Public Works shall be deposited in the Public 
Works Department.

2. The said Crown Rent shall be paid to the Treasurer 
monthly in advance on the first day of each calendar 
month.

In the event of either of the headmen dying, or 
leaving the district, or misconducting himself, or refusing, 
or neglecting, or becoming unable to act, the Registrar 
Greneral shall nominate such person as he may think fit to 
be headman in the place of the headman so dying, leaving 
the district, refiTsing, misconducting himself, neglectinir, 
or becoming unable to act. 

4. Each headman shall be personally responsible for 
the payment of the Crown Rent of the group which he 
represents, and such rent may be recovered from him by 
the Treasurer in the manner prescribed by law for the 
recovery of Crown Rents. 

5. In the event of the Treasurer being unable to 
recover promptly any rent due under these Rules from the 
headman, he may (with the consent of the Registrar of the 
Supreme Court) by warrant under his hand authorise a 
Bailiff of the Supreme Court to seize and sell so much 
stone out of any quarry in the group in respect of which 
such rent is in arrear as may be sufficient to defray such 
arrears with interest, costs and expenses. 

The Bailiff shall be entitled to recover the like fees 
and expenses as are recoverable under Ordinance No. 1 of 
1883 in respect of distraints for rent. 

If such Bailiff has any surplus in his hands after 
defraying the above sums, he shall return it to the quarry- 
master of the quarry in which the stone was seized : and 
such quarrymaster shall be entitled to deduct the value of 
any stone so seized as aforesaid from any royalties payable 
by him to the headman. 

6. The headman of each group shall issue permits in 
a form to be approved by the Registrar General to such 
quarrymasters as may be certified by the Land Court or 
by a member thereof to be entitled to work a quarry in 
such group : every such permit shall be printed in English 
and Chinese and shall describe the quarry by the number 
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marked tliereoii oii the plans above referred to, and shall 
be countersigned by the Registrar General. 

In the event of no person claiming a permit for any

the approval of the Registrar General, issue a permit to 
such person as he may think fit. 

7. No quarrying shall be carried on outside the limits 
of the quarries marked on the said [)lans, unless with the 
special permission in writing of the Director of Public 
Works. 

No |)erson shall quarry within the said limits without 
the prescribed permit from the headman of the group. 

g. No permit shfiU be transferred without the written 
consent of the Registrar General endorsed thereon.

Hills," or in case of any dispute arising by the Registrar

13. Every (juarry master shall keep books of account 
showing the amount of stone quarried by him and shall 
on demand produce such l)ooks for the inspection of the 
headman and of the Registrar General or his Deputy. 
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14. The headmen shall keep books of account of all 
monies received and expended by them in carrying out 
these Rules, such books shall be laid l)efore the Guild 
once a month for insj>ection and shall be produced to the 
Registrar General or his Depnty whenever required. 

15. The headujen shall apply all surplus monies re- 
maining in their hands after paying the Crown Rent to 
such lawful purposes as the Guild may, with the approval 
of the Registrar General, direct. 

16. The headman of each group may recover the 
proper royalty from each quarrymaster in his group by an 
action for debt, and may also stop work in any quarry the 
royalty for which is in arrear until such royalty is paid. 
Any police officer may, with the written sanction of the 
Registrar General, enforce such stoppage of work, and 
arrest without warrant any person working in or removing 
stone from any quarry in which such a stoppage has 
been directed.

17. Every quarrymaster holding a permit shall be 
entitled to use, free of Crown Rent and of any other rent 
or fee, the jett}', wharf or pier attached to his quarry. 

18. Every quarrymaster holding a permit shall keep 
the jetty, wharf or pier attached to his quarry in good 
repair to the satisfaction of the Director of Public Works, 
but shall not lengthen or otherwise alter any such jetty, 
wharf or pier without the written permission of the Director 
of Public Works. 

19. All quarrymen at the time of the coming into 
force of these Rules bo)id jide working in any of the 
quarries to Avhich these Rules apply, and residing in or 
near such quarry, shall be at liberty to occupy with his 
family the house or building now^ occupied by him free 
from Crown Rent or Rates, but shall not rebuild, enlarge 
or otherwise alter such house or building without the 
written permission of the Director of Public Works. 

This privilege shall only continue in force so long as 
such quarrymau continues to work in the said quarries and 
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to reside in such house or building and so long as he shall 
keep the said house or building in good repair and in 
sanitary condition to the satisfaction of the Director of 
Public Works. 

, 20. No new building shall be erected in or near any 
of the said quarries without the written permission of the 
Director of Public Works. 

21. The storage and use of explosives in the said 
quarries shall be in accordance with the law, and also sub- 
ject to such special directions as the Director of Public 
Works may at any time give. 

22. No quarrying operations shall be so conducted 
as to inflict injury on any person, or to injuriously affect 
any building in the vicinity. 

23. Every quarrymaster holding a permit shall be 
liable criminally and civilly for every breach of these Rules 
committed in his quarry, and for any damage occasioned 
to any person or property by the act, neglect or default of 

any person employed in his quarry.

24. All disputes arising between the headmen, the 
quarrymaster and the quarrymen or any of them shall be 
referred to the Registrar General whose decision shall be 
final and binding on all parties : and any person disobeying 
the lawful orders of the Registrar General shall be deemed 
to have committed a breach of these Rules. 

26. The Registrar General shall keep a Register of 
the names of the headmen, of the quarrymasters and of 
the quarrymen occupying houses under Rule 19. 

A certificate under the hand of the Registrar General 
or his Assistant as to the name and position of any head- 
man, quarrymaster or quarryman, or as to any sum of 
money being due under these Rules shall be conclusive 
evidence for all purpose of the facts and statements therein 
appearing. 

26. Nothing in these Rules shall be construed so as 
to give to any headman, quarrymaster or quarryman any 
estate or interest in any land, quarry, building, pier, wharf, 
jetty or other property further or otherwise than as is in 
these Rules expressly provided.

1. The Bye-laws and Regulations hereinafter set forth 
shall apply to all carriages used on the tramways, and to 
all passengers travelling on said carriages and to all places 
in respect of which the Company, as the promoters of any 
Tramway, now have or at any time hereafter may have 
power to make Bye- Laws and Regulations. 

2. If the cars shall during any journey contain their 
authorised complement of passengers, the Company shall 
not be bound to find accommodation for any other pas- 
senger notwithstanding that such other passenger may have 
purchased a ticket or tickets entitling him to travel upon 
the Tramway. 

3. No passenger shall speak to the driver of any car 
whilst such driver is on duty. 

4r. No passenger may take on the Tramway his per- 
sonal luggage other than small hand baskets, bags or parcels, 
any one of which shall not exceed 16 tt)s. in weight or 1 
cubic foot in measurement. All such personal luggage 
shall be carried by hand at the responsibility of the pas- 
senger, and shall not occupy any part of a seat nor be of 
a form or description to annoy or inconvenience other 
passengers. 
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5. Xo person shall smoke inside any carriage or 
])ortio]i of a carriajiv which may be reserved for non- 
smokers. 



6. No person shall ex|)ectorate inside or upon any 
carriaj^(\ 

7. No passenger or other person shall, while travelling 
in or upon any carriage, play or perform on any musical 
instrument. 

8. A person in a state of intoxication or affected with 
any infectious or contagious disease shall not be allowed 
to enter or mount upon any carriage, and if found in or 
upon any carriage shall be immediately removed by or 
under the direction of the Conductor. 

9. Xo person shall swear or use obscene or offensive 
language whilst in or upon any carriage, or commit any 
imisnnce in or upon or against any carriage, or wilfully 
interfere with the comfort of any passenger. 

10. A person whose dress or clothing might, in the 
opinion of the Conductor of a carriage, soil or injure the 
linings or cusliions of the carriage or the dress or clothing 
of any passenger, or a [)erson who, in the opinion of the 
Conductor, might for any other reason be offensive to 
passengers, shall not be entitled to enter or remain in any 
carriage ; and ma}' be prevented from entering any carriage, 
and shall not enter any carriage after having been requested 
not to do so by the Conductor ; and if found in any car- 
riage shall, on the request of the Conductor, leave the 
carriage, upon the fare, if previously paid, being returned. 

11. Each passenger shall show his ticket (if any) 
when required so to do to the Conductor or any duly 
authorised servant of the Company, and shall also, when 
required so to do, either deliver up his ticket or pay the 
fare legally demandable for the distance travelled over by 
such passenger. 
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12. Any ticket for the time being issued by the 
Company in respect of fares shall be only available for the 
carriage on or for which it is issued, and no passenger 
shall be entitled to leave any carriage for any purpose 
whatever at any stage and resume his journey by a different 
carriage to that on or for which such ticket was issued 
Avithout the payment of an additional fare from the point 
at which the passenger entered the second or other car- 
riage. 

13. ^o passenger or other person, not being a ser- 
vant of the Company shall be permitted to travel on the 
steps or Driver's platform of any carriage, and shall cease 
to do so immediately on request by the Conductor. 

14. No person, except a passenger or intending pas- 
senger, shall enter or mount any carriage. 

15. No person shall enter, mount or leave, or at- 
tempt to enter, mount or leave, any carriage whilst in 
motion. 

16. No dog or other animal shall be allowed in or 
on any carriage. Any dog or other animal taken into or 
on any carriage in breach of this Regulation shall be re- 
moved by the person in charge of such dog or other animal 
from the carriage immediately upon request by tlie Con- 
ductor, and in default of compliance with such request may 
be removed by or under the direction of the Conductor. 

17. No person shall enter, get upon, or travel in or 
on any carriage with loaded firearms, or with any article, 
instrument, or implement which may be dangerous or offen- 
sive to any passenger. 

18. Any person offending against or committing a 
breach of these Bye-laws shall be liable to a penalt}' not 
exceeding $10 for each offence. 

19. The Conductor of each carriage shall enforce or 
prevent the breach of these Bye- Laws or Regulations to 
the best of his ability. 
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20. There shall be placed and kept in a conspicuous 
position inside of each carriage in use, a printed copy of 
these Bye- Laws and Regulations. 

21. A passenger, not being an artisan, mechanic or 
daily labourer, within the true intent and meaning of the 
Ordinance No. 10 of 1902 relating to the Tramway shall 
not use or attempt to use any carriage or ticket provided 
specially for such artisans, mechanics, or daily labourers. 

22. These Bye-Laws shall come into force on the 
27th day of July, 1904.

REGULATION, CONTROL AND LICENSING 

OF OYSTER FISHERIES AT DEEP BAY 

AND OTHER PLACES IN THE 

NEW TERRITORIES. 

1. No person shall carry on any of the operations o£ 
oyster rearing or fishing in the New Territories unless — 

(a.) such person shall have taken out a licence 
for doing the same, which may be in the 
form in the Schedule hereto ; 

(/>.) the conditions under which such licences are 
issued are complied with. 

2. Such licence shall be granted by the Colonial 
Secretary, to such persons, and for such periods and upon 
payment in advance of such fees as may be approved by 
His Excellency the Governor. 

3. Such fees shall be paid to the Colonial Treasurer 
or to such otiicer as he may depute for that purpose. 

4. If any licensee commits any breach of these Rules 
and Regulations, his licence may be forfeited and cancelled 
by the Gov^ernor, in addition to any other penalty to which 
lie mav be liable bv Law.

LICENCES TO BURN CHARCOAL. 

1. No person shall burn charcoal in the New Terri- 
tories unless he shall hold a licence from the Superintendent 
of the Botanical and Afforestation Department authorizing 
him to do so. 

2. The Superintendent of the Botanical and Affores- 
tation Department may in his discretion issue a licence to 
any person to burn charcoal either on land owned by or in 
the occupation of such person or on land in the occupation 
of the Crown and to cut for such purpose trees growing on 
such land ; and may by such licence impose conditions 
respecting the kind and size of trees which may be cut as 
aforesaid. 

3. A breach of any condition attached to a licence 
shall be deemed to be a breach of these rules and the holder 
shall thereupon forfeit his licence in addition to any other 
penalty to which he may be liable. 

4. Every licence issued under the authority of these 
rules shall unless forfeited as aforesaid continue in force for 
the period of 12 months from the date of issue. 

5. There shall be paid for every licence issued under 
the authority of these rules an annual licence fee of $10. 
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6. The word "trees" as used in these rules includes 
every description of wood growinj? in the New Territories.

1. No sugar shall be imported into the Colony except 
at the Port of N'ictoria, and the Master of every vessel 
having on board as cargo any sugar shall on arrival forth- 
with furnish to the Harbour Master a manifest of such 
sugar. 

2. All sugar imported or brought into the Colony shall 
be accompanied by the following evidence of origin : — A 
certificate indicating (a.) the kind and quantity of the 
sugar ; (b.) the kind, number, and marks of the packages ; 
and (c. ) the country of origin. 

3. The said certificate shall where possible be signed 
and issued by the Fiscal Authority having jurisdiction in 
the country of origin or of despatch, such Fiscal xVuthority 
being duly empowered for that purpose by his Govern- 
ment. Where there is no such Fiscal Authority the said 
certificate may be signed and issued by a British Consular 
OflScer in the country of origin or of despatch. 

4. Inasmuch as it is possible that sugar may occa- 
sionally reach Hongkong before the arrival of the certificates 
of origin relating to the same, and it would be incon- 
venient and expensive to importers if such sugar were not 
delivered until the arrival of the said certificates, it shall 
be competent for the Superintendent of Imports and 
Exports to issue a permit for the delivery of such sugar on 
the security of a deposit of such amount, or of a bond in 
such penalty, as he may think fit for the due production 
of the said certificates within a prescribed period, provided 
that he sees no reason for suspecting that the sugar ema- 
nates from a prohibited country. 
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5. Whenever any sugar is exported from the Colony 
the Superintendent of Imports and Exports shall on 
demand, if satisfied as to the country of origin of such 
sugar, issue to the exporter a certificate indicating (a.) the 
kind and quantity of the sugar ; (b.) the kind, number and 
marks of the packages ; and (c.) the country of origin. 

6. There shall be paid to the Superintendent of Im- 
ports and Exports for every permit and for every certificate 
of origin granted under these Regulations a fee of $5. 

7. Where a breach of the Ordinance or of any of 
these Regulations is committed by a company or corpora- 
tion, the Secretary or Manager thereof for the time being 
shall be liable for such contravention and to the conse- 
quences thereof. 

8. The word " sugar " in these Regulations shall not 
include molasses or sugar-sweetened products.
